Dear Sir Robert; 

Following our conversation with the Prime 
Minister and later with Dr. Colquhoun and myself, in regard to 
the erection of a new wing in the Medical building and a new 
building for the Famlty of Applied Science, I would ask you, 
in order that there may be no misunderstanding, kindly to send 
me e& definite statement of the amount of money you need for each 
of these buildings. The estimates are being prepared and we 
desire to put in the Estimates whatever sums we propose to spend 
on the construction of public buildings.

We understand that the Board desires to carry on 
the werk of construction under the supervision of its own archi- 
tect. The Government is satisfied that this course should be 
followed, subject to the general conditions that plans and speci- 
ications and contracts must be approved by the Department of 
Public Works of the Province and that no alterations of the plans 
and no increase in the cost can be made without the approval of 


the Public Works Department. 


As the labour situation is at present acute and 


may grow worse, we are anxious that whatever public works are to 
be built this year should be proceeded with without delay. Will 


you, therefore, at the earliest possible moment, advise me as to 


the exact sums needed for these two purposes and as to the probable 


date when construction can be begun’
